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FRIGHTFUL WRECK ON THE READING. 


The "Cannon Ball" Train, While Kna- 


Jllng at Lightning Speed, Ditshes into a 
Moiuber of Wrecked Coal Cars and Then 
Plunges Down an Embankment into a 
Creek Thirty Feet Below — Terrible 
Scenes of Suffering—The Work ot Bem- 
«ne—Other Disasters. 
READING, Pa., Sept 20.—Shoemaker 


Tille, u-8tation on the Reading railroad 
fifteen miles north of this city, was the 
scene of a terrible railroad wreck at C:15 
Friday evening. The ill-fated train is 
No. 3 express, better known as the Cnu- 
non liall train, which leaves Philadelphia 
at 4 o'clock in the afternoon. It left on 
time Friday at Philadelphia, but was sev- 
eral minutes late leaving the outer station 
kere OWJLS; to the larze crowds who were 
returning home from tho Berks County 
fair and who had gathered at that station 
to take the train. Several extra cars had 
to be added to ths already SUfcl coaches, 
and a delay of fifteen minutes was caused. 
When the train was onca beyond the num- 
erous side tracks about a mile north of 
the city the engineer began making up 
the lost time and in a few seconds the 
train was running at lightning speed. 


A Heartrending Scene. 


Suddenly there was a crash, a rumbling 


of the piissenger coaches over the ties, 
and down went the engine, tank, bag- 
gage, express, and parlor cars and the 
passenger coaches into the creek which 
borders the road at that point. The sight 
was a heartrending one. The escaping 
iteam from the locomotive added to the 
horror, and but for the baggage and ex- 
press cars which preceded the passenger 
coaches hundreds would have been liter-'• 
ally cooked alive. The clash was heard 
for a great distance and hundreds of peo- 
ple from the village and the surrounding 
country were soon at the scene of the 
wreck. The accident was caused by a 
number of wrecked coal cars which had 
been thrown in the way of the passenger 
train. 


Cause of the Calamity. 


This first wreck was caused by a co'lis- 


ion between a freight and co.nl train. The 
coal traiu had pulled past the station at 
Shoemakeriville, going south, aud was 
running at a moderate speed, part of her 
train having torn loose, when suddenly a 
freight which followed came thundering 
around a curve, and before the engineer 
could stop his train it crashed into the 
rear of the coal train and threw a number 
of loaded coal cars across the north bound 
track. The Cannon Bnll express was then 
due and before the danger signal could be 
given it came in sight 
Engineer John 


White did all he could to avoid the acci- 
dent, but without avail, and when the en- 
gine struck the wrecked coal cars it left 
the track and carried the cars as above 
mentioned down a steep embankment and 
precipitated them into the creek thirty 
feet below. 
There followed an awful 


scene. Women screamed, children cried, 
and men moaned. Willing hands at oiice 
•et to work, and within a short time 
thirty injured had been removed and sev- 
eral killed were also taken out. 


Awfol Horrors Revealed. 


The full realization of the indescribable 


horrors of the wreck were more fully re- 
vealed atdaylightSaturday morning. The 
engine lay in four and a half feet of water 
with the body of the engineer, John 
White, still pinned beneath it. The en- 
gine is battered out of shape and its ma- 
chinery bent and twisted like a toy. The 
tender, baggage, mail cars and passenger 
coaches lie in the succession in which they 
left the track, the timbers broken and the 
cars overturned, pinning the unrescued 
victims in a death embrace at the bot- 
tom of the river. The distance from the 
point where the engine left ths tracks 
going down the steep twenty-foot em- 
bankment and then dashing over the 
rocky bed of the river is fully 150 feet,

Twenty Bodies Recovered. 


Tha work of searching for bodies wa* 


carried on without cessation throughout 
the night. A large number had been 
taken out by 8 o'clock Saturday morning.

Kaercher, genera! counsel for the Beading, 
was taken out of a wrecked parlor ear 
early Saturday morning. It waa almost 
unrecognizable. The scene at the wreck 
is a ghastly one. A long row of dead lay 
along th» banks of the river which in- 
creases as another body is recovered from 
the river. There is a large force at work, 
but it will be difficult to move the heavy 
•ars. 
Thousands have flocked to the 


scene of the disaster and their aid though 
kindly proffered is of little service where 
experienced men are required.

A fatal wreck occurred on the Valley rail- 
road Thursday afternoon, a few miles

His body was embalmed and forwarded 
to his home in Michigan. A dozen others 
were injured, but not fatally.

An Air Line Railway To Bo Built I!e- 


t-\ve«'n the Two Cities. 


WiLXKSBAltKE, Pa., Sept.

gantic railroad scheme is made public by 
Tho Keconl, a very conservative newspa- 
per. It is nothing more nor less than an 
air Una from New York to Chicago. The 
Record says English capitalists are at the 
bead of it, and also several American 
financiers, such as Russel Sage, Sidney 
Dillon, Joel Hayden & Co., G. Neill, and 
Thomas Holland Trust company. The 
Dew road will not parallel other lines, but 
will run through uu unoccupied belt of 
territory.

Description of the Statue. 


The statue is a colossal one of bronze. 


It represents Mr. Greeley seated and look- 
ing as if his attention had just been dis- 
tracted from the copy of The Tribune 
which he holds in his hands. Standing 
ereor, tha statue would be nearly eleven 
feet high. A plain but handsome block 
of dark polinhed granito forms the base. 
Its only inscription is "Horace Greeley, 
Founder of The New York Tribune." The 
weight of the statue is about 3,000 pounds 
and the entire cost to The Tribune is 
something like 120,000, Sculptor J. Q. A. 
Ward spent, 
eighteen months on the 


work.

The Potato Disease In Ireland. 


DUBLIV 
^.xig 25 —From reports which 


hai e come to us from the west and south- 
west aud whichha\o undoubtedly reached 
America, it is ev ulent that we are on tho 
v ergo of a pntato famine 
And in this con- 


nection it \\ ill not be uninteresting to tell 
jour reiders of how this disease "potato 
blight,'' makes its appearance 


I have made many inquiries, and was 


Burpnsed to learn that it comes from the 
atmosphere, aud is not caused by an insect 
It appeire that on the coast—and it is thero 
the best potatoes are grown -a "gwrdon," 
or potato field may be green in the morn 
mg, then, toward sundown, a w hite cloud 
is seen in the distance, it grows rapidly- 
bigger until it assumes the conditions of a 
white fog This fog settles down damply 
on thecoast line, and in the miming, when 
the sun dissipates it and the air is again 
clear the potato stalks lie black and with- 
ered on the field and the crop is "blighted " 


Some intelligent fanners conceived the 


idea of mowing down the stalks immedi- 
ately after the "blight fog' had passed, 
and BO pi-event the disease reaching the 
tubers 
But so quick and deadly is the 


notion of this poisonous cloud tint once it 
(wers over a potato field no human power 
can save the crop 


After the destitution of 1878 agricultural 


scientists decided that the fault lay in the 
continual planting of the game potatoes in 
the same districts, and an enormous 
amount of Scotch seed potaioes was im- 
ported at the public expense 
But the re- 


sult was not beneficial in proportion to the 
cost of the experiment 
Tbe change of 


seed was pnbably beneflciil 
and th» 


"champions" if he Scotch seed) grew sound- 
ly for the first season 
But that was an 


exceptionally dry season, and natives grew 
quite as well 
Afterward, as the season* 


grew damp or un[wopitious, the crops be- 
came worse and worse, until in this year 
we have a condition of things that baffle! 
comparison, for ne\er beforo was there 
such a general potato disease in the west- 
ern and southwestern districts of Ireland, 
and never before was the country so ill 
prepared for such a dearth of its staple 
foodConsiderable time and research has been 
given to this matter of the potato disease 
by scientists, and many methods other 
than those I have explained have been tried 
to cure or remedy the evil, arnon^ them 
being a scheme which originated in Belfast 
some years UJQ 
It was this: A gentleman 


named J Stewart Wallace concen-ed the 
idea that the present seed was "oufc-eeded," 
or incapable of producing tubers of a 
strength sufficient to trithstaud "blight 
fo»," and he collected several hundred 
pounds weight of the wed g*thered from 
the potato flower, which he sent gratui- 
tously throughout the country. But, M 
has all others, this scheme failed, and 
down to the present t.me no remedy ha» 
been found which has been even partially 
effective.
